BASIC  PRINCIPLES   OF  PHOTOGRAPHY

JAMES  DODGE  AND  HAMILTON  BATES  DESCRIBE  A  LENS 


Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Kirk  and  Mr. 
Hawkes  the  annual  Science  Show  was  held  in 
the  gymnasium  on  Saturday  evening,  March 
2.  A  large  audience  was  present  to  see  a 
demonstration  of  the  elementary  principles  of 
photography. 

The  demonstrations  and  models  were  pre- 
pared by  the  following  students  who  are 
taking  courses  in  the  science  department: 
Hamilton  Bates,  Jr.,  James  Dodge,  Francis 
Farnum,  Kurt  Hoffman,  Robert  Schumann, 
David  Solomon,  and  Roland  Will. 

The  show  was  divided  into  five  sections; 
some  historical  aspects  of  photography,  the 
camera  obscura,  the  function  of  a  lens,  some 
defects  of  lenses,  and  some  later  developments 
in  photography. 

After  an  introduction  by  Mr.  Kirk,  Solomon 
traced  the  art  of  photography  from  the  early 
experiments  by  the  Englishmen,  Thomas 
Wedgwood,  Henry  Fox-Talbot,  and  Sir  John 
Herschel,  and  the  Frenchmen,  Niepce  and 
Daguerre.  This  talk  was  illustrated  by  slides 
showing  pictures  of  the  men,  the  process  used, 
and  examples  of  early  photographs. 


The  second  part  of  the  show,  the  camera 
obscura,  was  particularly  interesting.  On  the 
right  side  of  the  stage  was  a  half-size  model 
of  the  Little  Red  Schoolhouse,  which  was 
designed  by  Louis  Dolbear  of  Amherst  College, 
who  has  had  a  wide  experience  in  building 
stage  sets.  Inside  was  a  battery  of  powerful 
floodlights.  As  Farnum  described  the  process 
involved,  Schumann  stepped  inside  the  school- 
house,  the  floodlights  were  turned  upon  him, 
and  his  image  was  projected  upside  down  and 
backwards  upon  a  screen  set  up  outside.  The 
method  of  producing  the  image  was  the  same 
as  that  of  a  pinhole  camera.  With  the  gym- 
nasium acting  as  the  interior  of  the  camera 
and  the  screen  as  the  film,  the  image  was 
made  without  benefit  of  a  lens  by  the  light 
reflected  from  Schumann's  body  streaming 
through  a  small  hole  in  the  side  of  the  school- 
house  upon  the  screen. 

To  illustrate  the  function  of  a  lens  Dodge 

showed  with  two  arc  lamps  and  prisms  how 

light  rays   are   bent   when  passing   obliquely 

through    glass    and    then    demonstrated    by

Dr.  Peabody  began  his  talk  by  declaring 
that,  unfortunately,  the  average  man  considers 
religion  as  merely  a  series  of  duties,  not  as  an 
uplifting  factor.

models  the  focal  points  of  lenses  used  to 
produce  an  image  in  a  camera. 

Mr.  Kirk  introduced  the  problem  of  the 
defects  of  lenses,  and  Bates  discussed  color 
error  and  its  correction  by  double  lenses  with 
the  aid  of  prisms  and  models. 

In  the  last  part  of  the  show  Mr.  Kirk 
exhibited  the  original  number  1  Kodak  which 
was  advertised  by  the  slogan  "You  Press  the 
Button,  We  Do  the  Rest."  This  camera  was 
loaned  for  the  occasion  by  the  Eastman  Patent 
Museum.  Mr.  Hawkes  then  spoke  on  the 
pinhole  camera  and  the  work  done  with  pin- 
holes during  the  year  by  the  chemistry  classes. 
To  bring  the  show  to  an  end  and  to  point 
out  the  importance  of  a  lens,  a  lens  was  put 
in  place  of  the  pinhole  in  the  schoolhouse 
model,  and  the  image  which  was  then  thrown 
upon  the  screen  was  seen  to  be  much  clearer 
and  sharper  and  just  as  bright. 

After  the  show  there  was  an  exhibition  of 
pictures  taken  by  the  boys  with  pinhole 
cameras  and  also  professional  pictures  of  a 
technical  and  scientific  nature,  including  the 
newly  developed  high-speed  photography. 

The  Science  Show  will  be  presented  again 
on  the  evening  of  March  14  at  8  o'clock  in 
Hunt  Hall  at  Harvard  College.  It  is  given 
there  under  the  auspices  of  the  Harvard 
Teachers'  Association.

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NEW  FRIENDS 

All  those  familiar  with  Governor  Dummer, 
its  boys,  its  faculty,  its  facilities,  and  its 
policies  realize  that  it  has  developed  rapidly 
in  the  past  few  years  and  now  ranks  high 
among  boarding  schools.  Reflecting  on  this 
fact,  we  can  easily  see  that  we  must  maintain 
this  reputation.  The  present  friends  of  the 
school  have  been  instilled  with  an  expectancy 
of  progress  which  must  be  upheld. 

To  bring  about  a  continuance  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  school,  one  requirement 
overshadows  all  others,  the  acquisition  of  new 
friends.

academy. 

Beyond  participation  in  such  beneficial  ac- 
tivities, the  undergraduates  of  the  school  have 
one  even  more  urgent  duty  if  new  friends  are 
to  be  won.  Too  many  boys  forget  that  no 
matter  where  they  are  or  what  they  are  doing 
they  carry  with  them  the  name  and  reputation 
of  the  school.  This  fact  is  especially  im- 
portant to  bear  in  mind  during  vacations  and 
at  times  when  they  are  no  longer  under  the 
direct  regulations  of  the  school.  At  such 
times  the  wrong  word  or  the  unwise  action 
can  do  immeasurable  harm  to  the  Academy. 
It  must  be  remembered  also  that  it  is  through 
the  boys  themselves  that  most  people  be- 
come interested  in  Governor  Dummer,  and 
if  the  boys  fail  to  uphold  the  standards,  they 
are  the  first  ones  who  will  give  outsiders  a 
bad  impression  of  the  Academy. 

It  is,  then,  squarely  up  to  the  students  to 
render  a  real  service  to  Governor  Dummer  by 
exemplifying  at  all  times  in  their  actions  and 
words  the  aims  and  traditions  of  the  school. 
If  the  boys  are  worthy  of  the  school,  the 
school  will  be  worthy  of  them  and  will  main- 
tain its  high  position  and  rapid  advancement.

Although  the  defense  was  not  as  strong  as 
that  of  other  years,  the  rapid  development  of 
Ed  Sheffield  and  Alex  Murchie  should  be  com- 
mended, and  Roland  Will  and  Sandy  Young 
also  figured  prominently  as  rearguard  men.
